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I The patriotic rallyjhere Monday 
under the auspices of the Morgan 
County Council of National De- 
fense, in which Governor A. 0, 
Stanley was the principal speak- 
er, was the most enthusiastic pa- 
triotic demonstration held here 
j since the war began. An im- 
mense crowd -estimated at from 
1,200 to 1,600 people— was pres- 
ent. The meeting was held in 
the court house and less than 
half of the great tl^rong could 
gain admission. Every foot of 
standing room was taken, and 
notwitstanding the intolerable 
heat, men and women listened 
with hated breath for two hours 
while the speakers told them of 
the part we must play to win the 
war. 

Attorney S. M. Nickell, of Lex- 
ington, made the first speech and 
for half an hour held the undi- 
vided attention of the audience. 
His speech was a splendid por- 
trayal of conditions confronting 
the United States and her -allies, 
and a forceful and eloquent call 
to sacrifice and to duty. 

Governor Stanley, in his inim- 
itable way, aroused his hearers 
to almost a frenzy of patriotic 
fervor. His presentation of the 
non-parti.san- aspect of the war 
had a wholesome effect upon all 
present and did much toward 
making us a united people. 

After the speechmaking sub- 
scriptions to the War Saving 
Stamps were called for and about 
$16,000 subscribed.

London, June 15. — A party of 50 Ger- 
mans among the troops who uttackeil 
tile Americans nurtliwest of Chateau 
Tlilerry surrendered under a Hug of 
truce, reports the correspondent of the 
Dally 51ail with the American forces In 
France. All the Germun attacks fiilleil 
and they left behind them dead and 
wounded. Descrihing the day's eveuts, 
the correspniuleut says: 

“The ’Geriuuiis u|>|mrently are an- 
noyed at losing Kelleuu wiaid. All night 
and early this morning guns of almost 
every caliber laiundiMl the .Viiiericuii 
llnea at Bouresohes and Belleuu wood. .

The comparative failure of the Ger- 
man drives so far, the splendid resist- 
ance made by the French and British 
and the excellent showing made by 
the Americans must nut load the 
American i>i>ople Into u dangerous com- 
placency and a feeling that '“It la all 
over hut the shouting." Those who 
know the truth realize that the war 
Is far from ended — may' last four or 
live years longer, ludeed — and that 
the future holds for us tremendous 
sacrifices. We must put Into Its suc- 
cessful prosccuiiou every ounce of 
energy 'we possess, even as do our 
fighting men on the other side of the 
ocean. There is no doubt that the wnr 
will be won finally by the forces of 
righteousness, but until It is won noth- 
ing else matters much but the winning 
of It. for If It were not 'von, nothing 
else would matter at all. The people 
of Great Britain and of Prance real- 
ized this long ago, and the people of 
America must realize It soon. It can- 
not be too strongly urgcil upon them 
that the man (siwer of the central 
nations is still tremendous and that 
they are still dotermlni'd by every 
means to force their will upon the rest 
of Hie World. The British and Frencli 
tri>o|i8, bnttcreil and wearied, doubt- 
le>s can hold the lines until the au- 
tumn, hut they look to our millions to 
m-liieve the victory, and this they can 
do only if tliey are given every pos- 
sible auiipnrt by those who stay at 
liome. This will be given with a will 
If only the people fully recognize the 
seriousness of the situation and the 
urgency of the demands on them.
